Morning Before Kratzer— In ­ 


jured Man Improving. 


The trial of Thomas E. McAllister, 
former police chief, charged with as­ 
sault and battery with intent to kill 
Ray Lakin and, with carry ing deadly 
weapons, will he held Saturday morn­ 
ing at nine 
o’clock before 
Squire 
Kratzer. The two charges will likely 
be heard at that time. 
Lakin, who was shot through the 
right leg, y esterday about one o’clock 
by McAllister after the renewing of 
a grudge of long standing between 
the two, was able to be up and about 
today . 
The wound 
however 
was 
quite painful this morning but is not 
ex pected to cause him much trouble. 
The wound is clean and the bullet 
went through the leg just above the 
knee. 
One of the most 
peculiar things 
connected with 
the shooting and 
which has never been 
ex plained, is 
that the bullet from McAllister’s re­ 
volver which passed through Lukin’s 
leg landed almost agaiqst the ceiling 
on the west wall of the 
McCormic 
restaurant. 
Because of the 
angle 
and the location of Lukin’s wound, it 
has never been figured out how the 
bullet ever took an upward 
course 
and landed near the ceiling. 
The lead of the bullet is buried in 
the wall about half way back in the 
room and is up so high that at first 
it would seem as though 
McAllister 
would have to have been on the floor 
or Lakin leaning over him for 
the 
bullet to have gone where it did. But 
this is not the case 
according to 
James McCormic. fie say s both men 
were standing. 
When the bullet hit near the ceil­ 
ing, the dull thud was heard by Mrs. 
McCormic, who was in the kitchen 
of the restaurant, which is located 
upstairs. 
The bullet hit almost un­ 
der where she was standing. The hole 
that the piece of lead made when it 
buried itself in the wall can be plainly 
seen and has been the cause of much 
speculation because of its location 
in reference to the wou*id of Lakin. 
The ex act cause of the fight is not 
known but it is almost certain that it 
resulted from the arrest of Lakin at 
the Demmer pool room two y ears ago. 
Lakin "esisted arrest but claimed 
that McAllister had no right to beat 
up on him in the manner in which he 
did. 
Pete Demmer was called into 
the McCormic restaurant y esterday 
to prove some point in the argument 
and it was shortly after he left that 
the fight started. 
It is 
understood 
Lakin and McAllister were leaving it 
to Demmer as to whether or not Mc­ 
Allister hit Lakin with his club that 
night in question at the Demmer pool 
room. 
Whether the ex act cause of 
the fight will be brought out at the 
trial or not remains to be seen.

For ex ample, he may ap­ 
point one assistant for a stretch of 
road twenty miles in length and an­ 
other for a ten mile stretch. 
It de­ 
pends on how much work may be re­ 
quired on the road, within the belief 
of the superintendent. 
It was an­ 
nounced today that the appointments 
would not be made for some time y et. 
The superintendent takes over the 
duties of the commissioners as re­ 
gards the upkeep of county roads. 
Heretofore the 
commissioners had 
to look after the repair of the county 
roads in their respective districts and 
appoint assistants who had the work 
done. 
The law provides that this 
y ear 
the superintendent shall spend only 
the money in the county fund for the 
upkeep, but some time this y ear he 
shall make an estimate, the statute 
provides, covering the ex penses of 
upkeep for 19 15. Then a tax will be 
levied to raise this sum of moneV. 
Before money for upkeep was gov­ 
erned by the assessment role in each 
commissioner’s district. 
The assistant road 
superintend­ 
ents may use one or more of their 
own teams, whereas, under the old 
law the men appointed by the com­ 
missioners could use nothing of their 
own in keeping up the roads. It lies 
within the discretion of the county 
superintendent how much work shall 
be put on any piece of road. 
He al­ 
so supervises all claims for work on 
the county roads and allows them. 
The commissioners formerly did this. 
The commissioners gave the Ohio 
Construction company until July 1 
to complete 
the 
R. B. Cook et al 
highway . 
The final report of the 
engineer and superintendents in the 
Apple road was approved. A mile of 
road south of Raleigh was petitioned 
for by J. L. Hay es et al. and accept­ 
ed as a free gravel road. 
The commissioners 
were 
enter­ 
tained at dinner by John \V. Humes 
at the county poor farm. 
There is 
some disposition to reappoint Mr. 
Ilumes as superintendent when his 
term ex pires nex t September, but the 
new law provides that this official 
shall not be related to any commis­ 
sioner.

Mexican Rebels Retire From Ojinaga. 


But Hope to Retrieve Their 


Losses Soon. 


IN NEED OF REINFORCEMENTS 


Find That They Could Not Dislodge 


Huerta’s Forces From Strongly 


Entrenched Position. 


Mex ioo City, Jan. 6.—The rumor i3 
current in the capital that the United 
States embassy here will soon be 
closed. 
It is said that John Lind had 
recommended this action in his recent 
interview with President Wilson. 


Marfa, Tex ., Jan. 6.—Major McNa- 
mee, commanding the United States 
arm y at Presidio, wires that the reb­ 
els have divided into three sections 
and are hurrying their army from Ojin­ 
aga. No reason is given. 
Having failed after a week ’s assault 
to tak e the town, they are probably 
withdrawing for a rest, reinforcements 
and more food and to await the com­ 
ing of Pancho Villa, their commander. 
The disappearance of the rebels 
from the vicinity of Ojinaga followed 
the hardest fighting 
of the week ’s 
siege. 
The rebels made tremendous 
assaults upon the federal stronghold 
in a supreme effort to drive them out 
of their fortifications, using artillery, 
cavalry and infantry with terrible ef­ 
fect, but without dislodging the enemy. 
General Inez Salazar of the federal 
command charged against the rebels 
when he discovered an opening in their 
rank s, and nearly demoralized them 
by getting between the two rebel 
wings. He captured several prisoners 
and ex ecuted them. 
This resulted in 
a withdrawal of the rebels and the as­ 
sault was not renewed, although the 
sharpshooters of the two armies con­ 
tinued their ex change of shots. 
The rebel casualties have been heav­ 
ier than those of the federáis in the 
week ’s fighting, but the federáis have 
lost more officers than the rebels. So 
far as k nown the total k illed and 
wounded will not be over 600. 
Some 
estim ates place them higher, but this 
is believed to be conservative. 
Captain Luis Ciulty, a relative of the 
wealthy Terrazas family, who has 
been fighting with the federáis, is dead 
in the Red Cross hospital in Presidio 
of wounds received in a sk irmish. One 
hundred and seventy wounded are in 
the hospital at Presidio, but these 
comprise only those who were able to 
cross to this side unaided. 
Now that 
the fighting has stopped hundreds are 
ex pected to be rushed immediately to 
the hospital, and Red Cross agents 
will go over the battlefield to give 
w hat aid they can. 
Pitiful scenes have been enacted on 
the battlefield. 
Wounded men have 
been assisted by their comrades, who 
In turn were shot as they were drag­ 
ging away the dead and dying, shells 
bursting 
all 
around 
them. 
Much 
bravery has been ex hibited by the men 
of both sides. 
The Red Cross surgeons have wired 
for more supplies, as the situation is 
alarm ing as regards the wounded. 
More tents are being put up to accom­ 
modate the dozens of wounded from 
both sides that are being brought over. 
The food situation for the Mex ican 
refugees is very bad, as the Red Cross 
has not a sufficient supply and few ref­ 
ugees have any money to buy stuff if 
It was here for sale, and little is for 
sale owing to the great distance to the 
nearest railroad and the sudden de­ 
mand on the little town from the peo­ 
ple who have flock ed here as a result 
of the battle. 
The rebels are k nown 
to have been short of food for several 
days, and Saturday when they cap­ 
tured some milk cows that strayed 
over the river from the Tex as~ side 
they stopped their fighting to k ill them 
to eat. 
The closing of the port to all 
supplies by the United States proba­ 
bly is the reason the battle term inat­ 
ed. the rebels getting nothing to eat. 
If they had not withdrawn the federáis 
m ight have been in sim ilar shape, as 
the port was closed to both sides. 
It 
will be reopened to the federáis, how­ 
ever.

NOT ALONG A V E N U E OF B E L IE F 


Will Be Sold By Uncle Sam to 


Highest Bidder. 


Washington, Jan. 6.—The disposal of 
one b illion feet of western y ellow pine 
timb er from the Kaib ab national for­ 
est in northern Arizona is approved 
b y Secretary of Agricu ltu re Hou ston. 
In order to get this timb er ou t it will 
b e necessary to b u ild a railroad ap 
proximately 200 miles long. 
Su ch a 
railroad will connect Colorado and 
Utah with the world famou s grand 
cany on of the Colorado, which has 
hitherto b een accessib le only from the 
sou th. 
The constru ction of su ch a railroad 
has b een considered b y variou s capi­ 
talists, b u t it has b een said that the 
lack of assu red immediate traffic was 
an effectu al b arrier. It is pointed ou t 
however, that a contract for a b illion 
feet of timb er will overcome this diffi 
cu lty b y providing a commodity for 
transportation which, together with 
tou rist and local traffic, will place th 
project on a pay ing b asis practically 
from th© ou tset. 
Chief Forester Henry S. Grave 
mad© a personal examination on tin 
grou nd, and this examination indu ced 
him to recommend the sale of su ch a 
large b ody of timb er in order that the 
cou ntry might b e developed throu gh 
the su pply of this resou rce. 
The investment necessary to mak 
this timb er accessib le will amou nt to 
more than $3,000,090. 
Bids far th( 
timb er will b e received u p to the mid 
die of Ju ne. 1914, and three y ears v/ill 
b e allowed for the b u ilding of the 
railroad and mills and 
twenty -five 
y ears for the cu tting of the timb er.

Oklahoma’s Skipper Explains How 


Tanker Went Down. 


New Yo rk, J an. 6 .— Co njecture as 
to the cause o f the disaster that befell 
the Am erican o il carrier Oklaho ma 
was set at rest by a w ireless repo rt o f 
the Oklaho ma’s skipper, Captain Gun­ 
ter, sen t fro m the Hamburg-American 
liner Bav aria, which rescued the sur­ 
v iv o rs who w ere clinging to the fo r­ 
ward half o f the tanker. 
There were 
no o il ex plo sio ns, as guessed by skip­ 
pers 
who 
passed 
the 
un submerged 
part o f the Oklaho m a and bro ught the­ 
o ries o f her destructio n w ith them. 
The big tank sim ply bro ke in tw o un­ 
der the battering o f m ighty seas, and 
her 
after 
half, 
burdened 
with 
the 
w eight o f her bo ilers and engines, 
w ent to the bo tto m. 
The fo rward part 
flo ated o n her bulkheads, which were 
apparently pretty near being water 
tight. 
Captain Gunter’s acco unt o f the un­ 
usual disaster say 3 that o n Sunday 
m o rning at 7 :30 o ’clo ck, in a fierce 
no rtheaster that co mbed up what flie 
skipper truly designates as m o untain­ 
o us seas o ff 
Sandy Ho o k, the ship 
“ suddenly , w itho ut warning o f any 
so rt, 
bro ke 
in two just abaft 
the 
bridge.’’ 
Then so m ething happened that is 
rem arkable In the annal3 o f sea trag­ 
edy . 
The fo rce o f the wild gale and 
the terrific seas sw iftly separated the 
tw o parts o f thè ship, o ne drifting o ff 
in o ne directio n and the o ther in an­ 
o ther. 
Thirty -two tnen, co m prising all 
the engineer’s fo rce and so m e o f the 
•eam en, w ere in the do o med afterpart 
o f the ship. 
The rest o f the ship’s 
co mpany , eight men, including Captain 
Gunter, were all fo rward, mo 3t o f them 
o n the bridge, and were so o n clinging 
to the bridge structure as the fo re 
part o f the ship sank by what m ight 
be called her stern, until the deck was 
i t an angle o f abo ut 4 5 degrees. 
It 
to o k tw enty -two m inutes fo r the after 
half o f the wreck to disappear, and 
eight o f the men that had been o n it 
managed to launch a lifebo at in the 
tem pest, aad, acco rding to so m e o f the 
sav ed seam en, they w ere seen driv ing 
aw ay to the so uthw e3t befo re the gale. 
The captain in his w ireless state­ 
m ent say s: 
“ J ust after the ship bro ke 
in half her stem turned sky w ard,” and 
he no ted her pro pellers rev o lv ing in 
the air. 
T he-w eight o f her m achinery 
finally sen t her do wn. 
All the fo rward 
lifebo ats w ere sm ashed by the seas 
that quickly began leaping o v er the 
flo ating bo w, and Captain Gunter re­ 
alized that his o nly ho pe fo r salv atio n 
was in the appearance o f so m e pass­ 
ing steam ship. 
He had his w ireless 
man with him o n the bridge, but the 
w ireless w ent o ut o f co m m issio n when 
th e tank bro ke her back. 
Captain Graalfs o f the Bav aria giv es 
this w ireless acco unt o f the rescue: 
“ At 6 o ’clo ck Mo nday m o rning, as we 
were pro ceeding no rth, w e no ted sig­ 
nals o f distress fro m w hat appeared 
to be the w reck o f a barge.
